






































IIoPOHTANT ANNOUKCSMENT 


The Executive Committee have asked me to announce that "LUEORO 
BULLETIN" will continue, possibly in an amended form. 

This will ensure continued recognition of LUFOHO as an independ¬ 
ent society, for it must be realised that in joining the Association 
every member society retains its autonomy. 

However, the British U.F.O. Association will publish a quarterly 
Journal, which will give coverage to British sightings investigated by 
any of the nine or more member societies. The Journal will be profess¬ 
ionally printed by Xerography. One advantage of this method is that 
diagrams,''sketches, press cuttings, extracts from other publications 
etc., can be reproduced photographically without additional expense. 

Reports of dlghtings which are considered to be probably of gen¬ 
uine UFOs, will be written up in a readable form for publication. 
Details will be given of investigations carried out by the particular 
society, and, as far as possible, reasons will be given for any con¬ 
clusions reached by the Investigators. In addition, the reports iAd.ll 
Include comment by expert ufologists, explaining why the reports pub¬ 
lished arc considered to be of sightings of genuine UFOs, and where 
there is doubt, the appropriate arguments will be discussed. 

As LUFORO develops its index system and Information Service on 
behalf of the Association, it will be possible to compare sightings 
analytically with similar sightings that have been previously reported. 
Such informed comment will enable us to learn progressively about the 
UFOs we are studying, and with the supplementary assistance of logical 
speculation, we can expect to develop our understanding of UFOs through 
the pages of the Journal as the years go by. 

The areas covered by the various societies or branches of the 
Association for regional administration purposes will be shown in each 
issue of the Journal, together with the addresses of the regional 
organisers, with whom members in the respective areas v/ill be requested 
to keep in touch and to report local UFO sightings to them so that 
investigations can be directed immediately and efficiently. 

The Council of the Association has agreed to a system whereby 
persons may, if they wish, receive the Association's quarterly Journal 
and still remain members of LUFORO or one of the other member societies, 
by making a single payment of one guinea to the appropriate society, 
providing that they make their application on the Association’s member¬ 
ship application form and return it in accordance with the Association's 
standard procedure. Alternatively,^persons may become individual members 
of the Association by completing a different section of the application 
form. In either case persons applying will receive four quarterly Issues 
of the Association’s Journal. 

You are requested to defer payment of your guinea until February, 
when the necessary details and application form will be sent you.

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FAST-MOYING "LIGHT" OVER MORECAMBE BAY 

After a report of an unidentified white light OTrer the Morecaiube 
Bay area off the Lanchashire coast on the night of December 28th iq 62 
the Air Ministry Air Traffic Control Centre, near Preston, told police 
that a pilot had reported something simila. r. 

He saw a light travelling east to west between 70O and 800 miles 
per hour at an altitude of 6,000 feet. 

Possibly the same object was seen from Levens Bridge the same 
night by a m.an looking in a south-westerly direction, but he des-, 
cribed tie object as * green* in colour. Commenting, the Morecambe, 
Heysham and Lancaster "Visitor" reported that a green signal had no 
significance in the international distress code, ruling out the 
explanation that it was a distress rocket. 

A police spokesman said; "So far there is no explanation". 

Local coastguards, however, told a reporter from the West Lancashire 
"Ga®tte" that it was ’probably* a large meteor. 

This sighting, a report of which appeared in the "Times", is 
being investigated by the Direct Investigation Group on Aerial 
Phenomena at Stockport, and it is hoped that personal accounts will 
be published in the first issue (Spring Edition) of the British UFO 
Association professionally-printed Qw.rterly j3ux-B.al. 


STRANGE OBJECT SEEN OVER W, AUSTRALIA 
From the "Sydney Morning Herald", December 12 th 1962, 

Perth, Tuesday . 

An unidentified erescent-shpaed object sighted hihg in the sky 
at noon today caused a stir at Albany, 253 miles south of Perth, 

The head of the meteological staff of the Albany post-offcice, 

Mr. Bernie Hall, watched the object, for nearly three and a half hours. 

"The object is definetly not a weather balloon cf the type used 
by Australian weather stations," he said. "I have no idea what it is."

at times,, but. it. could be seen quite clearly through the balloon¬ 
tracking telescope, at the post-office and through binoculars.

This happened whilst the workers \vere carrying out work in the 
National Route 3, near Constancia, These people say that the noise 
v/hich the motor produced %7as similair to that of an aeroplane, and 
when the noise stopped the object rapidly disappeared, emmitting as 
it did so a reflection of intense luminosity.

Readers will remember in the July-August Bulletin .the.report of URO 
QQ■{;i£’\7'ity over Itlay by Roberto Pinotti of Rlorencej lURORO^s Italian 
Representative. Here he continues it together'with two amusing contact 
claims. 

April ^Oth, 1962. 

"Eugenio Siragusa, an excise officer who lives at Corso delle 
Province 146, Catania (Sicily), met on this day two axtraterrestrial' 
pilots near the Aetna Volcano (Mount Manfre), The two beings gave him 
a message of peace for the rulers of the world. He. sent this message 
to President Kennedy, Premier Kruschev; Queen Elizabeth, General de 
Gaulle and Poacpe John XXIII, as well as the Italian Premier. Only De 
Gualle answered .him, thanking him for his letter. He.did not report 
his contact to the press, and only six months later the .magazine LA 
D0I\IEMICA DEI GORRIERE gave an account of his experience .in an article 
by Renato Albanese. Mr. Sigagusa is (apparently) an honest and intel¬ 
ligent man, arid he did nob behave like Mario Zuccala, the tailor frdm 
San Gascuabi who had.a similar contact in April last, who seemingly 
tried to make the most of it for personal gain. As LUFORO representat¬ 
ive I wrote to him at once in order to obtain further details; he an- 
sv/ered that the Interplanetarians he met revealed to him many things 
(including the secret of propulsion of the saucers, ;of course-),- but at- 
the moment he cannot reveal anything*. "■Mr. Sigagusa-has--now -formed the. .•

"During that night the Peregozza family had a very unusual.experienc 
The family live at Via Abramo Massclohgo ’3» Veroa. That night they not¬ 
iced a flying saucer hovering over the Santa Anastasia church, Afster , 
having observed it for. a long time, they decided to go to bed. Shortly 

after, Mrs. Peregozza and her daughter' Luisa -N&Te awakened by-sn-in.-. 

tense cold... This was very strange because that night was very warm. 
Suddenly a green light entered the bedroom through the .open v/indow 
and in it came a strange and huge figure which began to materialiae. 

It was a-bald-headed giant,: and began to apnroach. them. The two women 
cried for help, and then.young Roberto entered their bedroom. The 
apparition then began to shrink and vanished. If the story is true 
(W) then it was probably a sort of 3-D projection from the flying sauc¬ 
er, whose pilots ■’,vanted to contact them.

Tuscany. The foim of this UFO v^s very unusual; it was like the

(Michigan) on April 20th, (Bluebook; see in the Mar-Apr I956 issue 

ofi the FLYING SAUCER REVIEW: "Flying Saucers - The ocular proof").

"Falling of fibrous material ("Angels* hair") on Porto Garibaldi, 
a village near Comacchio (North-Adriatic Coast). This happening was 
reported by Alessandro Mossotti in "lA OOMENICA DEL CORRIERE". 

December 1^62. 

"Mr. Antonio Gandau, a young-man of Bologna, claims he met tv/o 
pilots from a flying saucer which had landed in Via Codivilla. The 
two Extraterrestrials spoke to him in their incoaprehensible language 
for one or two minutes, then they re-entered their scout-ship which 
took off at once in the night. Mr. Candau did not report his contact 
at once for fear of being disbeleiired, and his story appeared only in 
the December 23rd I9G2 issue of "LA SETTBiANA INCOM ILLUSTRATA", in a 
long article by Cesaro Carassiti. 

December l8th, I962. 

"Francesco Rizzi, a night watchman of Milan, claims to have wit¬ 
nessed the'landing of a small flying saucer in the courtyard of the 
factory T’Cascami Seta", at Via Santa, Valeria 3> i->^ central part of 
the toYrti. He says that saucer was like an English helmet, and was five 
or six meters in diameter. It did not land, but hovered over the ground; 
a porthole opened and a little man, about one meter tall, appeared to 
him: but a second being, whom he could see inside the object, ordered- 
him to re-enter with an imperious gesture of his arm,' and the little 
"spaceman" obeyed. Then saucer took off in the night with a hissing 
noise. Mr. Rizzi reported his sighting at once to the Police, and then 
to the Press; the result was that he lost his job* However, that saucer ■ 
was seen by many other people over Milan, that night. This story ap¬ 
peared in a number of Italian papers amd magazines, and on December 
29th, Walter Chiari, a well-known Italian movie star, in the TV show 
"STUDIO 1", spoke about Mr. Rizzi»s experience in his sketch, and wish- 
•ed him a happy new year, asking his managers to re-employ him. "You 
can't fire a man only because he happened to see a flying saucer*." he 
said. But Mr. Rizzi is still out of work. How edifying!"

REPORT FROM UHJGUAY 


"El Ciovi publishes information on the recent event in Paysandu" 

(This newspaper "El PAIS"dated 5th September, I962,. was s.ent us 
- by E.C. Duggan,) 

"Ciowr (Investigation centre of U.F.Os.) which is concerned with 
sightings of flying saiicers in Uruguay has forwarded information about 
an object seen over Paysandu last week. 

"The observation w'as made in the, neighbourhood of Constancia, 
about 15 kilometers from the city of Paysandu, on Route 3. Witnesses 
were Snr Arthur Davinson who is a surveyor, Snr Ricardo Galetta and 
Snr Luis Ma Cabrera. 

"The abovementioned are all officials in Region 4 of the Public 
Highways and they were busy at their usual work v/hen they heard a 
strange humming soimd,* faint but quite distinct. At first they TOre 
unable to decide the origin of this sound but on looking up into the 
sky they saw almost overhead a brilliantly shining object. This ob¬ 
ject v/as spherical v/ith ;ong rays of prismatic light springing from 
its centre; it was very brilliant, motionless in the sky and apparently 
of enormous size. 

"The witnesses affirm, that this brilliance seemed to belong to the 
object itself and yet the outlines were clearly visible. One very sig¬ 
nificant feature of the phenomenon was that the object had four pro¬ 
jections at angles of 50 , and at each of the four extremities there 
was a smaller sphere just as luminous as the large sphere but ?/ith diam¬ 
eters about one sixth or one seventh of the size of the original sphere. 
These projections appeared to be formed by shafts from the larger ob¬ 
ject, which extended,to each of the smaller ones. The general colour 
of the object was described as being like aluminium.or chrome but very 
brilliant, and the surfaces of the spheres were, highly polished and 
presented a uniform appearance, however no details could be seen on them. 

"At a certain moment the object wavered and oscillated thus giving 
the observers a different angle of the view, then tilting slightly to¬ 
wards the N. West and rising vertically the object disappeared from 
view in a fraction of a second. There was no change in brilliance nor 
in sound it simply became smaller and disaniisared in an incrediblv 
dhort space of time. 
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"One of the observers gave this opinion:- 
The speed with which this object was lost to our sight was the thing 

that impressed me most-diminishing in size to the point of disappear 

ing all within that fraction of a second. So sudden a transition from 
inertia to rapid movemen;^ and the attainment of so great a velocity 
instantaneously would undoubtedly have destroyed any machine known to 
us, according to all the laws of Physics. 

"The phenomenon was observed for about a minute and a half and 
visibility ms v/as excellent since the sky was absulutely clear. The 
witnesses were amazed, never, having seen anything of. this, nature in 
their lives before. 

"This then is the. sighting-it should also be jnafle clear that 

the witnesses, interviewed separately, agreed in every detail of their 
accounts. 

"This is the first information we have received about investigat¬ 
ion of this particular case; it will be sent up for. .examination to¬ 
gether V 7 ith all the other details which we hold in connection with . 
sightings v/hich have occurred in the Province of .Entre Rios (Argentina 
and in Paraguay. 

"Without doubt this is .the most important sighting on record in 
Uruguay this year."

The following analysis of bO reports of UFOs over the British 
Isles made in the years I956 and 1957 prove of interest. All the 
reports have been evaluated as carefully as possible, in order to ellm 
inate sightings of misidentifisd ioiown objects and natural phenomena.

So far as can be guaged, rerri'ts do net follovv the distribution 
of poulation in various areas, as they would if the UFOS,were not in¬ 
telligently controlled objects - a fact also noted byU.S. official 
investigators. 

A further check was made on the number of reports made in each 
of the twelve months. Considering the small number of reports, (6o), 
the deviations from the norm of 5 pei* cent per mpnth are interesting 
and possibly significant:

Of course, Go reports are too few to enable any firm and definite 
conclusions to be drawn from them. It does seem, however, that the 
period April to July finds these Islands more favoured with UFO visit¬ 
ations than during the rest of the year, also that London and the North 
"hog” a disproportionate share of these visitations. Generally, too, I 
note that coastal rather than inland areas are visited. 


■I would like to appeal to lUFORO members to co-operate with me 
and vdth each other in preliminary spadework necessary in the compil¬ 
ation of statistics like the above. A lone individual obliged to under¬ 
take both spadework and analysis finds the task extremely laborious, 
especially when time is limited. 

Theories and speculations are two-a-penny today in the field of 
UFO Research and will lead nowhere. N'e have stacks of data but must 
get down to the job of sifting it and extracting from it everything of 
value it contains.
